(Chicago, IL. - 0671 1/1998). The American Muslim, Arab and Palestinian community is shocked and 
outraged by the unjust and unconstitutional government’s decision to seize the home of Mr. Mohammad 
Salah and assets of the “Qur'anic Literacy Institute” (QLI). This action will cause Mr. Salah, his 
expecting wife and three young children to become homeless. Mohammad Salah has worked hard through 
honest and legitimate means for the past twenty years to provide a decent home for his family. Mr. Salah 
is a very well-known community activist and leader. He has volunteered a great deal of his life working 
for the Muslim, Arab, and Palestinian community interests in Greater Chicago. QLI is a non-profit, non- 
political, Islamic educational organization whose sole purpose is to translate and interpret the holy book of 
Muslims, the Holy Qur'an. Labeling QLI as money-laundering front for terrorism is viewed by 
community members as yet another antagonistic and intimidating attack in hopes of deterring active 
support of Islamic causes and organizations. 

Over the past decade, the American Muslim, Arab, and Palestinian community has been the target of a 
series of politically-motivated, witch-hunts by the federal authorities due to pressure by pro-Israeli groups. 
Under such extreme pressure. Congress enacted several constitutionally-challenged laws which single out 
and stigmatize the Muslim community. Pro-Israeli groups continue to use the unfounded Israeli allegations 
against Muhammad Salah to launch a stereotypical media campaign in an attempt to tie the community to 
terrorism in the minds of Americans, and scare them away from supporting their causes, especially the 
issue of Palestine.

Also, we demand that the media 
accurately depict the Muslim community in its reporting. Inaccurate information and biased reporting has 
continuously been used to portray negative images of Muslims. These negative images have manifested 
into the harassment, intimidation and physical harm of innocent Muslims, Arabs, and Palestinians 
throughout the country. We urge the media to accurately reflect the positive image and the many positive / -
